Alvarez outlines 
sex-ring charges 

State’s attorney: Girls were branded, sold to pimps

Dozens of girls, some as young as 12, were 
pulled into a human trafficking ring that 
forced them into prostitution, Cook County 
State’s Attorney Anita Alvarez said Wednes- 
day 

The girls and women, some of them home- 
less, were recruited on CTA trains, the Inter- 
net or during random meetings on the street, 
Alvarez said while announcing that nine peo- 
ple were charged under a state anti-human 
trafficking law passed last year. 

During a yearlong investigation dubbed 
“Little Girl Lost,” investigators armed with 
wiretaps listened as girls were beaten and, 
sometimes, thrown into a car trunk and driv- 
en around as a form of punishment, Alvarez 
said. Others were branded. 


One 13 -year-old was sold from one pimp to 
another for $100. 

Michael Anton, a commander with the 
Cook County sheriff’s vice unit, called the 
case among the worst he’s seen. 

“There’s so much of this out there,” Anton 
said of human trafficking. “It’s happening 
every day It’s happening in Chicago, Cook 
County, it’s happening across the state.” 

Those arrested were charged with “involun- 
tary sexual servitude of a minor” and traffick- 
ing in persons for forced labor. Four of them 
appeared in Cook County court Wednes- 
day and were ordered held on bail as high as 
$i million. 

The other five are scheduled to appear 
Thursday Alvarez said the investigation is 
ongoing.

A day earlier, a 14-year-old 
boy was fatally shot in the 500 block of North 
Long Avenue, according to officials. 

Austin has recorded 15 homicides so far 
this year, RedEye data shows. The West Side 
community area saw 23 homicides last year. 

Citywide, fatal gunshot homicides were 
recorded in the last week in Chicago Lawn, 

Greater Grand Crossing, New City and South 
Lawndale, according to officials. 

Twenty-six homicides have been recorded so 
far this month.

Chicago bicycling group 
launches transit campaign

The Active Transportation Alliance, a long- 
time Chicago-area bicycling advocacy group, 
launched a transit campaign Wednesday to 
fight for better service. 

Riders for Better Transit is pushing for an 
overhaul of the CTA Red Line, a universal fare 
card system, a revamp of Union Station and a 
bus rapid transit system for express bus service. 

“Transit riders really need a voice,” alliance 
executive director Ron Burke said. “We need 
transit riders to be viewed as a constituency” 
Some of the items on the alliance’s agenda 
also are on the CTAs agenda. 


Mayor Emanuel has said that modernizing 
the Red Line is a top priority and the CTA 
has presented plans to pilot bus rapid transit 
on Jeffery Boulevard on the South Side. 

“The fact that someone is doing a pilot 
study doesn’t mean these things are going to 
get done,” Burke said. “There is a lot of heavy 
lifting yet to be done.” 

The group is similar to a transit group 
in New York, the Straphangers Campaign, 
which advocates for lower fares and station 
improvements. 

Chicago’s alliance said riders can voice 
their support for the campaign on its website, 

activetrans.org.

Hurricane heads 
for East Coast 


MIAMI Hurricane Irene intensified into a Cat- 
egory 3 storm Wednesday as it battered the 
Bahamas and threatened to lash much of the 
East Coast in coming days. 

Irene could reach Category 4 strength by 
Thursday the National Hurricane Center said. 

The storm had maximum sustained winds 
of 120 mph as of 2 p.m. ET Wednesday and 
is expected to strengthen “in the next day or 
so,” the National Hurricane Center said. 

“This is a huge storm,” CNN meteorologist 
Jacqui Jeras said. “The cloud field is more than 
800 miles across. The tropical storm-force 
winds extend out 200 miles from the center.” 

The storm could threaten large sections 
of the Eastern Seaboard, from the Carolinas 


into the Northeast. 

The strengthening, which officially made 
Irene a major hurricane, came as the storm 
continued to pound the southeastern Baha- 
mas and the Turks and Caicos Islands. 

The storm will curve northward as it nears 
the U.S., with most of the latest projections 
suggest the storm will avoid landfall until it 
is north of North Carolina. Some computer 
models suggest New York or New Jersey 
could be hit. 

“Everywhere from North Carolina to Mas- 
sachusetts remains in the cone of uncertain- 
ty,” Jeras said. “Worst-case scenario, we could 
be looking at two landfalls, or we could be 
lucky and get a brush instead of a direct hit.”

Yankees reportedly claim 
Cubs’ Pena off waivers 

The waiver wire began heating up Wednes- 
day afternoon when the N.Y. Yankees 
claimed Cubs first baseman Carlos Pena 
off trade waivers, according to ESPN The 
Magazine. 

The fates of oth- 
er players whoVe 
been waived in the 
past few days, par- 
ticularly Minne- 
sota’s Jim Thome, 
remain up in the 
air. Some reports have Thome already 
claimed, but no team has been named, 
though rumors have linked him to the 
White Sox. 

The Yankees have 48 hours to agree to a 
trade with the Cubs. If no agreement can 
be reached, Pena can be pulled off waivers 
and remain property of the Cubs. It would 
be a similar case with other players who 
are currently on the waiver list, including 
Thome. 

While the Yankees could use help par- 
ticularly at designated hitter, general man- 
ager Brian Cashman said Wednesday that 
it’s unlikely the team will make a trade. 

“I said (recently that) I think it would be 
very unlikely we made a trade,” said Cash- 
man, who acquired pitchers Raul Valdes 
and Aaron Laffey off waivers earlier in 
the month. “I’m going to continue to scan 
everything but no. I’m not optimistic of 
doing anything. I think this is most likely 
what we’ve got.” 

Pena is making $10 million on a one-year 
contract that expires at the end of this sea- 
son. He has been inconsistent throughout 
the season. He’s batting just .223 but has 
23 home runs and 67 RBIs.

Try to score one of the 
oversized leather booths toward the back of the main room for optimal fantasy-team bond- 
ing. But the cocktail list ... leaves something to be desired. The solo gin fizz ($11) is an overly 
sweet mix of gin, blood orange nectar, soda and a heavy pour of maraschino liqueur. The 
Tortuga ($12) is a rather confusing mix of tequila, St. Germain, lime and grapefruit juices with 
a chili pepper garnish. Our table couldn’t quite figure out why a drink named Tortuga wasn’t 
rum-based and the cocktail would have benefited from a much stronger taste from the pep- 
pers. With a dozen cocktails at $10-$12, it’s an impressive list for a sports bar, but the mixes 
are hit and miss. 


Just wait until... 

football season gets into full swing. This place is going to be a hub for sports watchers in the 
neighborhood. With ridiculously easy access to the Roosevelt stop and the benefit of being 
one of the few upscale sports options in the neighborhood. The Scout should have no trou- 
ble pulling in a steady group of weekend regulars. 


And if that grilled cheese looks familiar ... 

you’re right. Scout co-owner Chris Bravos was formerly involved with The Pony and created 
its signature 14-inch grilled-cheese sandwich, which now appears on The Scout menu in a 
slightly different form: Try the sharable sandwiches ($9) in a triple cheese or “CheeseBrook” 
version (which incorporates Canadian bacon) with a tomato basil sauce for dipping. 


Bottom line 

The Scout Waterhouse & Kitchen has its formula down: sleek and comfortable decor, plenty 
of seating, hearty (and generally affordable) eats, and a drink menu that has something for 
everyone in your group. Add to that a fast-moving and personable staff and five TVs within 
your view at all times, and you’ve got one sports-watching spot that will stay hot this fall.

But is this a healthy alcohol worldview? 


According to my checking account, no. I 
had a come-to-Jesus weekend earlier this 
summer while visiting some friends in Little 
Rock. Pitchers were ordered, and when it 
came time for me to pick up a round I nearly 
teared up at the total: $15. For two pitchers. 
Of beer. 

When I returned to Chicago, I vowed to 
stay away from some of the pricier places. 
Cheap beer and mixed drinks are just fine 
for a regular weekend night out. But it wasn’t 
long before I was sucked back into nights at 
The Drawing Room and Sable. There’s some- 
thing about a well-made cocktail that makes 
the $10 -plus price worth it— at least for me. 

I still have a hard time convincing 
friends — especially beer- swigging boys — that 
these spots are worth it for a special occa- 
sion. And fights have broken out among 
even my best friends as to whether a good 
neighborhood dive will always out-party the 
trendy new cocktail spot downtown.
